INTRODUCTION 


MR.  FRANCIS  HILL  BIGELOW  began  to  show  an  interest  in  antiques 
as  early  as  1875,  when  the  celebration  of  the  hundredth  anniversary 
of  the  Rattles  of  Lexington  and  Bunker  Hill  brought  forth  for  exhibition  Colo- 
nial objects  of  those  earlier  days.  It  was  not  until  the  latter  end  of  the  century, 
however,  he  says,  that  he  was  able  gradually  to  discard  the  comfortable  stuffed 
chairs  and  black  walnut  furniture  that  it  had  been  his  lot  to  live  with,  and  to 
begin  to  substitute  the  more  congenial  Colonial  antiques. 

Mr.  Bigelow  has  been  a discriminating  collector  and  a lucky  one;  and  he 
has  always  been  willing  to  lend  for  exhibition  purposes  or  for  illustration. 

In  1902  Mi  ss  Frances  Clary  Moi  •se  selected  twenty-eight  objects  for  illus- 
tration for  “Furniture  of  the  Olden  Times”;  some  of  these  are  included  in  the 
sale  and  are  so  specified:  the  new  edition  of  1917  is  the  one  referred  to,  and  in 
that  edition  a few  additional  pieces  of  furniture  were  illustrated. 

At  the  time  of  the  Hudson-Fulton  Celebration  in  New  York  in  1909,  the 
Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art  held  an  exhibition  to  which  Mr.  Bigelow  was  asked 
to  contribute  twenty-two  objects;  some  of  these  are  included  in  the  sale  and  are 
mentioned  as  being  loaned. 

In  1911  Mr.  John  Ware  Willard  illustrated  two  of  Mr.  Bigelow’s  clocks 
in  “Simon  Willard  and  His  Clocks”;  and  F.  J.  Britten  illustrated  in  “Old  Clocks 
and  Watches  and  their  Makers”  the  long-case  Dutch  clock  included  in  the  sale. 

In  the  same  year  the  Copley  Society  of  Boston  held  a Retrospective  Exhi- 
bition of  the  Decorative  Arts  and  the  committee  selected  eighty-three  objects 
which  were  included  in  the  catalogue;  some  of  these  are  included  in  the  sale. 

In  the  summer  of  1912  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Boston,  held  a special 
exhibition  of  Mr.  Bigelow’s  furniture,  which  was  shown  in  the  Fore-Court  room; 
to  this  were  sent  forty-four  pieces  of  furniture  besides  other  objects;  some 
of  these  are  included  in  the  sale  and  the  references  are  to  the  Bulletin  of 
August,  1912. 

The  New  Y ork  Society  of  Colonial  Dames  held  an  exhibition  of  needle- 
work in  1913  at  Yan  Cortlandt  Manor,  New  York,  to  which  Mr.  Bigelow 
contributed  nine  panels  by  request ; some  of  these  are  included  in  the  sale. 

In  Luke  Vincent  Lockwood’s  edition  of  1913  are  illustrated  nine  objects 
which  he  asked  permission  to  insert ; some  of  these  are  included  in  the  sale. 

In  1916  the  Pennsylvania  Museum  in  Fairmount  Park,  Philadelphia,  held 
an  exhibition  of  Colonial  furniture,  and  at  the  earnest  solicitation  of  Dr.  E.  A. 
Barber,  Mr.  Bigelow  sent  a few  objects;  he  was  not  willing  to  send  all  that  were 
selected,  as  his  experience  had  shown  that  while  objects  could  be  packed  care- 
fully under  his  supervision  and  arrive  safely  at  their  destination,  unfortunately 
it  was  seldom  that  the  same  pains  was  taken  in  packing  them  when  returned, 
and  the  result  was  sometimes  disastrous. 


Wallace  Nutting,  to  complete  his  “Furniture  of  the  Pilgrim  Century”  in 
1921,  was  obliged  to  appeal  to  Mr.  Bigelow  for  early  looking-glasses,  and  nine- 
teen objects  are  therein  illustrated;  some  of  these  are  included  in  the  sale. 

“Antiques”  requested  permission  to  select  some  object  to  illustrate  in  their 
prospectus  for  July,  1921,  and  chose  the  block-front  secretary  shown  in 
Lockwood  and  now  in  the  sale. 

“The  House  Beautiful”  has  shown  two  views  of  Mr.  Bigelow’s  hall,  which 
by  permission  are  here  reproduced;  they  appeared  in  the  October  and  November 
issues  of  1922;  five  others  have  been  taken  that  will  probably  appear  in 
later  numbers. 

Mr.  Bigelow  was  one  of  the  original  members  of  the  Walpole  Society  and 
since  1915  has  been  a member  of  the  visiting  committee  on  Western  Art  at  the 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Boston;  he  is  also  a member  of  the  Committee  of  Colonial 
and  National  Art  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America. 

His  special  interest  of  late  has  been  in  American  silver  and  its  early  makers. 
In  1900  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  at  Boston,  at  Mr.  Bigelow’s  suggestion,  held 
an  exhibition  of  American  silver;  and  again,  in  1911,  after  a diligent  research 
of  five  years,  he  succeeded  in  gathering  at  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  most  of 
the  church  silver  of  New  England  for  another  exhibition;  this  was  supplemented 
the  same  year  by  the  exhibition  at  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  New  York, 
of  the  church  silver  of  New  York,  New  Jersey  and  the  South,  which  the 
New  York  Society  of  Colonial  Dames  undertook  at  Mr.  Bigelow’s  sugges- 
tion; and  it  was  entirely  through  his  efforts  that  Mr.  E.  Alfred  Jones  was 
induced  to  record  the  results  of  these  exhibitions  in  “Old  Silver  of  American 
Churches”.  In  1908  he  was  one  of  the  committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Jamestown  Exposition  Managers  for  Massachusetts  to  select  the  American  and 
English  silver,  and  was  chosen  to  go  to  Jamestown  to  install  the  exhibition. 

The  Macmillan  Company  in  1910  asked  Mr.  Bigelow  to  write  a book  on 
silver,  and  in  1917  they  brought  out  his  “Historic  Silver  of  the  Colonies  and 
Its  Makers”. 

In  regard  to  the  collection  of  furniture,  the  quality  and  condition  is  quite 
exceptional.  Mr.  Bigelow  is  a collector  who  deplores  the  tendency  of  many  col- 
lectors to  restore  the  objects  by  so  much  refinishing  that  they  have  the  appear- 
ance of  having  been  made  recently ; and  he  has  seen  many  such  objects  so  highly 
finished  that  if  they  were  exhibited  in  the  show  rooms  at  Grand  Rapids  the}' 
would  pass  as  very  fine  modern  reproductions ; to  such  collectors  the  objects 
may  not  appeal.  But  to  those  who  value  the  patina  that  only  comes  with  age, 
there  are  a number  of  objects  that  will  interest  such  collectors;  the  quality  does 
not,  of  course,  show  in  the  illustrations  and  the  objects  must  be  viewed  to  appre- 
ciate the  condition.  There  are  other  pieces  which  have  had  to  be  refinished,  but 
this  has  always  been  done  under  Mr.  Bigelow’s  supervision  and  to  as  slight  an 
extent  as  possible,  so  as  to  retain  the  original  tone ; sometimes  mouldings  have 
had  to  be  restored  and  sometimes  a plain  bracket  foot  extended  to  bring  the 
piece  to  its  original  height. 


Mr.  Lockwood  states  that  lie  thinks  that  the  plain  bracket  foot  of  the 
block-front  secretary  has  been  slightly  cut  down  (and  Mr.  Bigelow  does  not  dis- 
agree with  him)  ; but  in  their  present  condition  they  show  so  much  wear  that  it 
must  have  been  done  very  many  years  ago  to  make  the  slant  lid  more  comfort- 
able for  use,  for  the  desks  are  much  too  high;  probably  for  exhibition  in  a 
museum  the  feet  should  be  extended.  This  can  easily  be  done  without  injury  to 
the  piece. 

Any  restorations  that  might  be  considered  a detriment  to  the  object  are 
mentioned  in  the  catalogue. 

In  most  instances  the  brasses  were  originally  on  the  pieces,  but  where  they 
were  missing  contemporary  brasses  have  been  supplied;  Mr.  Bigelow  has  left 
these  in  their  original  condition  without  cleaning,  as,  again,  the  patina  is  desir- 
able and  they  tone  in  with  the  wood  more  to  his  taste. 

The  collection  of  twenty-eight  looking-glasses  is  of  great  interest  and 
variety,  consisting  of  examples  of  the  William  and  Marv,  Queen  Anne,  Georgian, 
Bilbao  and  Colonial  periods,  and  ranging  in  date  from  1(580  to  1810.  As  with 
the  furniture,  these  are  designated  by  types  rather  than  bv  an  attempt  to 
assign  a date,  which  in  any  event  can  only  be  approximate,  and  with  which 
probably  no  two  collectors  would  agree.  Mr.  Bigelow  deplores  the  regilding  of 
old  looking-glass  frames,  and  prefers  to  have  the  old  gilt  merely  touched  up  to 
match;  but  this  has  to  be  done  by  a skilful  workman:  the  old  gilt  is  of  much 
finer  quality  than  any  that  can  be  applied  in  these  times,  and  much  burnishing 
is  unfortunate,  he  thinks.  It  is  desirable  to  retain  the  original  glasses  wherever 
possible,  as  he  has  done. 

Such  objects  in  the  collection  as  have  the  tapering  legs  are  assigned  to 
Hepplewhite  simply  because  he  used  this  type  generally;  but  as  Sheraton  used 
the  tapering  leg  as  well  as  the  reeded,  most  of  them  might  equally  well  be 
assigned  to  the  latter,  and  Mr.  Bigelow  has  always  considered  them  as  such. 
Mr.  Richard  Canfield  told  Mr.  Bigelow  that  such  sideboards  as  that  in  the  col- 
lection should  properly  be  designated  as  Shearer. 

As  the  furniture  in  general  is  American,  only  such  objects  as  are  known 
to  be  foreign  are  qualified,  and  are  so  designated  in  the  catalogue.  The  looking- 
glasses  present  a more  difficult  problem.  It  is  quite  well  understood  that  the 
Bilbao  looking-glasses  were  brought  from  that  port  in  Spain  by  the  sea-captains 
of  Marblehead  in  particular,  but  doubtless  by  those  of  Boston  and  Portsmouth 
as  well.  Mr.  Bigelow  has  always  contended  that  since  we  had  cabinet  and 
chair  makers  in  this  country  at  an  early  date,  there  was  no  good  reason  why 
they  should  not  have  made  the  frames  for  looking-glasses  and  imported  the  glass 
for  them.  This  contention  would  seem  to  be  borne  out  by  an  examination  of 
the  backs  of  two  of  the  William  and  Mary  frames  in  the  collection;  others  may 
have  had  a foreign  origin,  but  since  they  undoubtedly  were  imported  at  the  time 
of  their  manufacture  they  may  be  said  to  be  Americana.
